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When the renowned architect, Louis 
Sullivan, was designing the famous 
and almost acoustically perfect Chi- 
cago Auditorium in the 1890's, he 
selected curly birch with its subtle, 
rippling figure for the music hall. 

This was one of the early uses of 
that “new chair seat product” called 
veneer. The figured birch panels 
were five-ply % in. thick and about 
20 by 54 in. 

When a group of Chicagoans _re- 
stored the music room for use of 
Roosevelt University a few vears ago, 
they found the birch plywood panels 
in good repair except for three which 
had been scorched in a fire. To re- 
place these was a considerable task 
because the birch producing industry 
has long been in the throes of a mass 
production cycle with little or no 
regard for selection of figure. True, 
many birch forest areas are now al- 
most cut out and we rely on Canada 
for much of the hard wear-resistant 
door faces which decorate almost half 
of the homes being built today. 

But there are some sustained vield 
areas with big production mills selling 
log run veneers or fabricating competi- 
tive door faces. I think it is a tragedy to 
the millwork and furniture industry 
that at least 50 million ft. of the 
annual use total of 500 million ft. of 
veneers in birch are not used for their 
full aesthetic beauty. Even carefully 


Physical Properties of the 
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matched half-round veneers would be 
highly regarded. With proper design 
treatment they could represent 25 per 
cent of the total income and recapture 
the exquisite charm represented in 
the original Sullivan music room. 

If I am going to write about birch 
as a wood for design I also must write 
about maple since they are twin favor- 
ites. Their history of use goes much 
further back than 1890. In fact in 
early American and colonial days, 
they were the favorites of American 
furniture makers. Maple and _ birch 
grow in the northern states from the 
Atlantic to Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
and south into the Appalachian region. 

While imported Cuban mahogany, 
because if its use by the 18th century 
English master craftsmen, commanded 
highest prices, the New England mas- 
ters of woodworking gave almost 
equal attention to their native maple 
and birch. The close compact grain 
was ideal for turned spool beds and 
legs for tables, chairs and desks. Fur- 
ther it was superior in hardness and 
rugged strength to withstand the rigors 
of every day use. 

The natural light yellow-brown 
tones were a sparkling lift for early 
American decor. Reproductions of 
antiques in maple and birch are often 
stained a burnished red-brown _ be- 
cause in weathering and too frequent

the new stvle is decided upon, the 
bedroom suite is thoroughly thought 
out and engineered before a board of 

lumber even gets near a machine. 
“We trv to control our costs closely, 
so we are able to provide consumers 
with a quality product at the most 
economical price. Our dealers are 
assured good service and delivery.

rectly priced—plus good dealer serv- 
ice,” Jordan concluded. 

Design is plaving an increasingly 
important roll at Johnson-Carper, re- 
ports Jordan, who feels consumers are 
becoming more fashion conscious than 
ever before. Design firm Edmund J. 
Spence, Inc., of Boca Raton, Fla., has 
worked closely with Johnson-Carper 
for many years to develop new de- 
signs for current style trends. 

When considering designs, Jordan 
stated, “We don’t cut anything that 
can't be run in large quantities. A 
2,000 suite cutting isn’t unusual. 
Often on a fast moving assembly line, 
chest of drawers are coming off at 
the rate of two every minute.” 

“The large runs help increase effi- 
ciency and hold down unit costs,” 
Jordan explained. “We study sales 
reports very carefully to spot lagging 
lines. Very few of our stvles make a 
poor showing, but when we do see 
a popular line dropping in demand 
we change the style for a more prom- 
ising one. The average design life 
of a successful suite is about two to 
four years,” he reported. 

The factory building, standing on 
a 45-acre tract, contains more than 
400,000 sq. ft., including warehouse 
space and kilns. The latest construc- 
tion was in 1959, when a three-story 
145,000 sq. ft. warehouse was added. 

Employing more than 800 workers, 
the plant produces medium-priced 
wooden bedroom furniture in stvles 
ranging from French Provincial to 
Danish modern. 

Though production steps are tradi- 
tional in this type of furniture manu- 
facturing, the machines and engineer- 
ing techniques are among the most 
modern. Each operation has been 
studied and re-engineered for the 
most efficient production. 

In the grading shed and lumber 
vard, for example, two parallel lum- 
ber sorting lines with convevorized

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Consumer-eye View of Furniture 


McCall’s Better Living Congress tosses bouquets and brickbats at furniture makers.

Homemakers from 50 states gath- 
ered in Chicago recently to discuss 
what they liked disliked 
furnishing products, and 


home 
came up 
with facts that might surprise furni- 
ture manufacturers. 

Chosen to represent America’s 45 
million families, 66 housewives met 
at McCall's magazine’s Fifth Annual 
Congress on Better Living to deter- 
mine what families really want and 
need in their homes and family life. 

_ delegate at the three and 

i half day Congress is between 30 
aa 34 vears old; is the mother of 
2.6 children under the age of 18; is 
primarily a home maker, but may 
have a part-time professional or sales 
job; is married to a professional man, 
business executive, or proprietor of his 
own business. 

She lives in a $21,000 one-family 
home less than six vears old in a sub- 


urban or urban community, and_ is 
active in church, school and_ civic 
affairs. With a family income of just 
under $10,000 per year, the delegate 
and her husband have joint bank ac- 
counts and increased their savings in 
the past year. 

This is what she has to say about 
yr furniture products: 

In choosing furniture styles there 
was a strong trend toward traditional 
suites—French Provincial, Italian Re- 
gency, and particularly Early Ameri- 
can. As one delegate said, “Traditional 
furniture is easy to live with. As you 
get older you get more traditional.” 

But a small, very vocal minority 
were strongly in favor of modern 
stvling and would not switch from the 
fresh Scandinavian designed pieces. 
One homemaker commented, “Good 
modern furniture will be the antiques 
of the future;” while another felt

“Good modern was just as attractive 
as provincial furniture, but much 
easier to keep clean and dusted.” 

Often delegates believed that a 
combination of modern and traditional 
pieces made a stvlish setting. 

A small segment favored Early 
Victorian style furniture. This may be 
the budding of a new trend, reported 
one of the McCall's editors attending 
the congress. 

Most of the homemakers knew the 
manufacturer's name of major pieces 
in her living room and bed room— 
indicating that advertising had a 
direct effect on her choice. But, she 
tended to shop at retailers that she 
trusted, particularly if there was a 
question of quality in her mind. 

How does she buy furniture? 

Generally the ladies enjoved furni- 
ture shopping even more than 
shopping for clothes. One said, “Mv

home is shaped better than i am.” 
But homemakers have a difficult time 
making up their minds when finally 
buying a piece. Though shopping is 
fun, the final decision is hard because 
of the large investment involved and 
the length of time the furniture nec- 
essarily must be used. 

A good deal of shopping around is 
done, and often families spend from 
six months to two years looking for 
just the right piece. Most are glad 
that they waited for what they 
wanted. During this period there is 
much studving of homemaking maga- 
zines, and looking in stores and 
friends’ homes. But shelter magazines 
are the largest source of information. 

The homemakers’ quest for informa- 
tion doesn’t stop with magazines. 
Thev demand better labeling of furni- 
ture, asking of what is it made, and 
what will this material do? Though 
most delegates knew there was a dif- 
ference between rubber and _ plastic 
foam, they didn’t know what it was 

they called for better labeling 
of foam, ‘upholstery fillings, and plas- 
tic laminates. 

Husbands may help their wives 
shopping, but more often they onlv 
go along to okay the purchase. 

Homemakers felt that the retail 
salesmen should be able to help them 
make a choice by supplying informa- 
tion. Often they returned to the same 
salesman several times before making 
up their mind, and the courteous help 
he gave often clinched the sale. 

The homemakers said they didn't 
like to rely 100 per cent on interior 
decorators to furnish their homes. 
Several delegates said they had hired 
decorators, but got rid of them be- 
cause they felt they could do better.

vation of wanting the satisfaction of 
creating a beautiful, comfortable home 
themselves, a McCall's editor re- 
marked. One wife said that when 
her husband suggested calling in a 
decorator, it hurt her feelings. But 
the job the decorator did turned out 
wonderfully, she added. 

The choice of home furnishing color 
schemes are, to say the least, erratic. 
Most homemakers aren’t interested in 
the current “fashionable” color; she 
picks a hue for which she has a per- 
sonal affection. One lady wanted 
color she felt fit her family . . . an- 
other decorated her home in the colors 
of her three Siamese cats . . . another 
chose colors in which she looked best. 
More often the room color comple- 
ments or matches a favorite painting 
or work of art. Color was the starting 
point in decorating a room, particu- 
larly when deciding on carpeting. 

Commenting on individual furni- 
ture pieces: 

Case goods—The ladies love plastic 
laminate tops . . . easy to clean . . 
never stain. Drawers seem to be a 
major point of dissension. They don’t 
want deep drawers “because things 
get lost in them.” Homemakers want 
more drawers in case goods, but 
shallower ones. 

Upholstered pieces—Greatest dislike 

mentioned was the long time it took 
to get upholstered pieces after order- 
ing from the store. Homemakers also 
look with disfavor on buttons and 
grooves in upholstered goods 
“they're just dirt catchers.” They like 
zip on upholstery covers because of 
the ease in cleaning, but feel that 
seams often slip on foam cushions. 
Most delegates knew of soil retardants, 
such as Scotchgard and thought them 
worth the extra money.

hope for better designed and stronger 
colored pieces with fewer nooks and 
crannies so cleaning would be easier. 
Also needed are more compact and 
collapsible kiddy furniture. Wobbly 
high chairs came in for criticism, and 
sturdiness was also asked in double 
decker beds. All agreed that thev 
wanted furniture designed so that it 
could grow up with the children and 
be used as long as possible. 

Bridge and entertaining furniture— 
Much improvement is needed here, 
the congress reported. They would 
prefer bridge tables and chairs better 
made, stronger, larger and in a greater 

varietv of stvles. They want padded 
seats, higher tables, tops that won't 
burn and more attractive designs so 
the bridge table and chairs could be 
left in the room all the time. Also 
requested by congress delegates were 
better snack and TV tables. 

Bedding — Most housewives were 
satisfied with current mattresses, but 
wished they were lighter for easier 
cleaning and bed making. Home- 
makers expected mattresses and 
springs to cost between $60 and $80, 
and to last 10 to 15 years. They liked 
oversized double beds best. 

McCall’s Annual Congress on Better 
Living is an outgrowth of the govern- 
ment-sponsored Women’s Congress on 
Housing, held under the aegis of the 
Federal Housing and Home Finance 
Agency in Washington, D.C., in 1956. 
McCall's magazine took over the spon- 
sorship in the following year and has 
since held national sessions in 1957.

lumber sorters are used to grade stock. 
After this speedy handling operation, 
the graded lumber goes to an auto- 
matic Moore lumber stacker. 

Stock then is lift-trucked to the 
lumber vard which holds more than 
2.500,000 ft. of lumber. Upon air 
drying from 60 to 90 days, lumber 
is transferred to one of the seven 
Moore dry kilns, which are capable 
of drying more than 80,000 ft. of 
lumber daily, and hold 310,000 board 
ft. of lumber at one load. 

The majority of lumber is poplar, 
oak and sycamore, purchased in the 
general vicinity of the plant. After 
drying, lumber is moved to the cool- 
ing shed, holding more than 300,000 
ft., where lumber moisture is allowed 
to equalize in the atmosphere for sev- 
eral days. 

First stop in the company’s rough 
mill is at one of the six Porter cutoft 
saws, where it is graded, cut for 
length and placed on an efficient con- 
vevyor system to three rip saw lines 
equipped with three C. O. Porter 
facing planers, three Buss  surfacers 
Cut for width 
the triple 
convevor system has one channel on 
which good material travels down 
to the saws and a second channel 
where salvageable scraps are returned 
to the head of the line. The third 
overhead, is used to trans- 
port waste scraps to the boiler house. 

Following the rough mill, lumber 
is sorted and edge glued for core 
stock on a Plycor panel gluer, and 
then transferred on a conveyor for 
surface finishing, which is done by a 
Whitney double planer. 

Ply wood veneers, which have been 
carefully cut and matched from 
Hitches, are edge glued on a Diehl 
veneer splicer into the single sheets 
of correct size. In the plywood de- 
partment, where Johnson-Carper pro- 
duces nearly all of its own plywood, 
cores are fed through glue 
spreaders for lay-up with face and

Walnut face veneers are purchased 
from David R. Webb Co., Mitchell 
Veneer Co., Amos Thompson Corp.., 
and Evansville Veneer and Lumber 
Co., all located in Indiana, and The 
Dean Co., of High Point, N. C. 
Mahogany veneers have been supplied 
by Thompson Mahogany Co., Phila- 
delphia; Foreign and Domestics, Inc.,

Point. Some birch veneer is acquired 
from the Birds Eye Veneer Co. in 
Escanaba, Mich. 

Plywood is laid up on two 10-open- 
ing Adamson United Co. Ply-Cor 
presses. A high frequency Columbia 
press, powered by a Ravbond elec- 
tronic unit, bonds and molds curved 
plywood sheets for the manufacture 
of dresser drawer fronts in some bed- 
room suite styles. Resin glue made by 
the Catalin Corp. is used. 

Individual components then travel 
to the finish machine department 





where plywood panels and solid lum 
ber parts are sized, bored, grooved. 
notched, shaped and moulded on a 
wide variety of wood working equip- 
ment, including three Mereen-Johnson 
Machine Co. double-end tenoners.

Johnson-Carper has found that by 
purchasing dimension parts plant pro- 
duction has been increased  signifi- 
cantly. By cutting out some of the 
complicated woodworking operations, 
such as producing French Provincial 
legs on the DeVille group, the fac- 
torv’s total unit assembly rate could 
be raised. 

Other materials come from a wide 
variety of sources. Pionite high pres- 
sure melamine laminates made by the 
Pioneer Plastics Corp. is used on all 
case and night table tops, for example.

Except for quantities of plywood 
purchased from the Stilley Plywood 
Co., of Conway, S. C., which are 
usually used for drawer bottoms, 
Johnson-Carper’s own fabrication de- 
partment takes care of all its needs.

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case glue is setting. After the drawers 
are completed they go through a coat- 
ing operation to seal and finish the 
inside wood surfaces before installa- 
tion in the case. Hide glues from 
Peter Cooper Corp., and Griptite as- 
sembly glues from Franklin Glue Co. 
are used in these operations. 

Following assembly, the furniture is 
moved onto the company’s mile and 
a half long finishing conveyor. Finish- 
ing materials are supplied by the 
Southern Varnish Corp., in Roanoke, 
and they vary with the style run. 

On wood finished furniture a stain- 
ing, washcoat, lacquer filler coat, lac- 
quer sealer coat finish is applied with 
De Vilbiss spray equipment. After 
the final lacquer sealer coat, synthetic 
water resistant Synthetone is applied. 
The filler coat and the Synthetone 
coat are force-dried at 140 degrees F.; 
the other steps are air dried. 

Pionite tops on case pieces are first 
protected with a stripping compound, 
which is removed after finishing. The 
finishing material used on white bed- 
room suites is formulated from buty- 
rate and acrylic resins to retard any 


vellowing which might occur. 


The Casablanca Empire-styled and 
DeVille French Provincial furniture 
receive an additional gold edging and 
distressing. 

The finishing conveyor delivers the 
furniture to a storage area where it 
is cooled overnight. The following 
day furniture is rubbed, polished, 
and inspected. 

Stripping compound is removed 
from the case goods surfaces and 
hardware attached to the pieces. Most 
drawer pulls and decorative hardware 
are supplied by Bassick Sack, Keeler 
Brass Co., and Faultless Caster Corp. 
Screws are purchased from National 
Lock Co., and Southern Screw Co. 

Packaging in corrugated fibreboard 
cartons and paper protector pads fol- 
low this final manufacturing operation. 

The total manufacturing period 
from the time lumber is sent to the 
cut off saw until a finished unit rolls 
off the conveyor is from eight to ten 
days. And, the week’s production in 
an average suite might be well over 
2,000, said Richard E. Hubbard, vice 
president in charge of production. 

An average days work report at 
Johnson-Carper on a high production 
style will read 1,000 cases produced, 
300 night tables and 400 beds.

ROUGH MILL LUMBER WASTE 


If a factory has an overall lumber 
utilization of 60 per cent (or a waste 
of 40 per cent of rough lumber foot- 
age), it would probably be distrib- 
uted about as follows:

This means that the biggest part 
of the lumber waste occurs in the 
rough mill and includes such opera- 
tions as cut off saw, facer, rough 
planer and rip saw. 

The waste which so often occurs 
in the rough mill is caused by these 
two categories of operations: 

1. Random width, random 
length lumber must be cut 
to such specified small sizes 
as are required by the furni- 
ture parts being made. 


lo 


Defects occur in the rough 
lumber which will not be 
acceptable in the furniture 
part. These defects must be 
removed. 

This article will deal with random 
length and width lumber. Next month 
I will discuss the problem of the vari- 
ous types of defects which occur in 
rough lumber.

Suppose vou were cutting lumber 
which was free from defects and the 
part you wanted to make was side 
rails for beds, a part which required 
a 77 in. length blank.

This illustrates the fact that, every- 
thing else being equal, long cuttings 
involve a higher per cent length waste 
than short ones. But the above com- 
parison assumed no defects in the 
lumber. Lumber containing defects 
penalizes long cuttings more than the 
chart indicates. 

Modern cut off saws are equipped 
with several adjustable stops so that. 
without waste of labor time, a board 
can be cut for several different speci- 
fied lengths of parts instead of for 
just one. It is found by experience 
that it reduces the length waste ver 
much to cut for several different 
lengths instead of for only one. Con- 
sidering waste only, the more lengths 
the better; but too many lengths will 
complicate production planning and 
control. In practice it generally works 
best to cut four to six lengths at once. 

Occasionally it pays to use high 
grade lumber of a specific length for 
certain parts and buy the particular 
board length best suited for the part 
involved. One factory reduced cost 
of its bed side rails by buying straight 
carloads of 14 ft. FAS lumber espe- 
cially for side rails. If your sawmill 
will not sell one selected length, you 
can always sort it out if the waste 
saving justifies the extra labor cost 
of sorting and the higher price of 
purchasing a top grade. 


Width 


Many factory managers feel that 
the cut off saw makes them or breaks 
them on lumber waste whereas the 
fact is that there is generally from 
one and a half to two times the waste 
in ripping as there is in cutting off.

length. In cutting off a 12 ft. board 
there would probably be about five 
saw cuts. If the saw kerf is 3/16 in., 
the total loss from saw kerf would be 
15/16 + 144 which is about 2/3 of 
1 per cent. Lumber averages about 
7 in. width. In ripping blanks about 
2 in. wide there would be about three 
saw cuts per board. If the saw kerf 
is 3/16 in., the total loss from saw 
kerf would be 9/16 + 7 which is 
about 8 per cent. This illustrates the 
fact that whereas saw kerf causes 
negligible waste in cutting off, it 
causes a substantial amount of waste

in ripping. Some factories use thin 
gauge saws supported by stiffening 
collars to reduce their waste caused 
by saw kerf in ripping. A difference 
of only 1/16 in. in size of saw kerf 
can often amount to 2 or 3 per cent 
of value of total lumber cut. 


Fixed Widths 

Waste in ripping fixed widths is 
similar to cutting off in the fact that 
blanks of a wide fixed width cause 
more ripping waste than those of a 
narrow fixed width. But in ripping, 
saw kerf must also be considered. 
Assuming no defects in the stock 
which comes to the rip saw, there 
are only two losses at the rip saw,

Since the stock coming to the rip say 
is strictly random width, the width 
of the narrowest edging will be zero 
(where the width of stock happens 
to be an exact multiple of the width 
wanted), the width of the widest 
edging will be a whisker narrower 
than the width wanted. Consequently 
the average width of edging will be 
half of the width wanted. The fol- 
lowing tabulation may clarify ripping 
losses. Assume stock coming to the 
rip saw averages 7 in. wide, without 
defects. Also assume 3/16 in. saw kerf.

It will be seen that total ripping 
loss above decreases with the width 
wanted until at very narrow widths 
it increases again due to rise in per 
cent loss through saw kerf. 


Random widths 


Much ripping is done on straight 
line rip saws for stock which is to be 
edge glued into wide panels. The 
width of the individual strip does not 
matter and can be strictly random. 

If the stock coming to the rip saw 
is free from defects, the only work 
needed at the rip saw is to make one 
cut on each edge to machine a straight 
joint precise enough for edge gluing. 
(If a glue jointer were to be used 
for machining this joint no work 
would be needed at the rip saw.) 
Occasionally, to reduce warpage, a 
shop will set a maximum limit of 
about 3 to 4 in. on any strip to be 
glued into a panel. This would in- 
volve some extra ripping. 

This sort of ripping would involve 
saw kerf for two cuts and two edg- 
ings. Operators frequently do this 
kind of ripping free hand without a 
fence. In such cases it is not uncom- 
mon for the edgings to average 3 
in. wide. With 3/16 in. saw kerf, 
ripping waste would be: 


Two saw kerfs @ 34 in. = 34 in. 


Two edgings @ %¢ in. 3% in. 


1% in. + 7 avg. width = 15% 

If the average edging could be re-

Some shops put all stock over a 
glue jointer both edges before it 
comes to the rip saw. If the glue 
jointer dresses an edge clean, the rip 
sawyer does not rip that edge. A 
glue jointer set for total % in. cut 
will dress clean on the majority of 
the stock. 

Some shops use a fence on the rip 
saw which by weight loading returns 
to a stop set for 1/16 in. edging. The 
operator can make an edging cut 
against this fence in that position, or 

can push the stock against the fence 

and move it for anv width he desires 

| to cut. It actually does not slow down 

the operator as much as might be 

| thought once he gets used to it. And 

| it does result in ripped stock with 
edges parallel. 

It will be seen that ripping losses 

for random width product involve a 
| substantially lower per cent lumber 
waste than for fixed width product. 
Next month I will discuss ways to 
reduce ripping loss on fixed width 
product and also the effect of lumber 
defects.—Rudolph Willard

SECTION II: COST FINDING WITH MACHINE HOUR RATES 


Developing Machine Hour Rates 


By Spencer A. Tucker 


A machine-hour rate indicates the 
amount of money that a company 
spends to operate a machine, work 
center or production center for one 
hour. The rate includes all company 
expenditures, except materials costs 
namely: direct and indirect produc- 
tion expenses, manufacturing eXx- 
penses, selling expenses, administra- 
tive and general expenses. 

Since many of these costs are not 
incurred by machines, work centers or 
production centers, as explained in an 
earlier chapter, it will be part of the 
task of this Section to show how 
each of the expenses which are in- 
curred are apportioned. 

The machine-hour rate is a built up 
hourly charge constructed from pieces 
of every expense in the business, ex- 
cept materials cost. 

The forms shown in Section II are 
by no means the last word for devel- 
oping the rates but since they are

the refined result of thousands of 
machine-hour rate installations, they 
ure considered expedient and con- 
venient. It must be made clear that 
this data could be assembled in differ- 
ent ways. This is not important. What 
is important is that the information 
be handled under concepts similar to 
those presented here. 

The forms used in this Section col- 
lect the basic data of the previous 
chapter in a manner suitable for the 
development of the entire machine- 
hour rate structure. Basically, the 
steps required for developing the final 
rates are these: 


l. Develop the production centers 
by marshalling all the productive 
facilities and tabulating their data; 

2. Determine operating capacity 
of each center in connection with a 
sales forecast or other estimates; 

3. Determine the proper crew and 
costs of the manpower required to 
man the centers or facilities; 

4. Determine the indirect manu- 
facturing expenses required to finan- 
cially support the production centers; 


5. Allocate the variously classified 
expenses to each production center 
upon equitable bases and divide bv 
the operating hours of each center. 
The result is the overhead component 
of the machine-hour rate. And adding 
in the hourly direct labor wages of 
the crew gives the total MHR. 


What Is a Machine-Hour Rate?: 


The machine-hour rate is a con- 
version cost solely. The term conver- 
sion means all of the acts that must 
be done to convert the raw materials 
into the finished product. The term 
cost means those expenditures which 
the company must make in order to 
manufacture the product, to sell it, 
and to collect its sales price. The 
term conversion cost, then, includes 
all of the company’s expenditures ex- 
cept for materials, and it is divided 
into two parts. 

One part of the conversion cost 
shows the cost of productive labor 
and represents the wages which are 
paid to those workers who operate

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operations which immediately change 
the appearance, or shape, or utility, 
of the raw materials. 

The second part of the conversion 
cost shows the overhead, sometimes 
called burden. This cost includes the 
wages and salaries paid to those 
workers who do not perform the con- 
verting work but who are necessary 
to the operation of the company. This 
classification includes shop truckers 
and office clerks, and the costs of 
such things as rent, electricitv, and 


all the other supplies and_ services. 
There are a number of ways of ex- 
pressing the conversion cost. In the 
present instance, it is expressed as the 
machine-hour rate, or the cost of 
operating a machine or manufactur- 
ing process for one hour. 

The machine-hour rate is an all- 
inclusive conversion cost as it includes 
the following: 


Productive (direct) labor 
Manufacturing (factory) expenses 
Delivery expenses 

Selling expenses 

Administration and general expenses

Because the rates should reflect all 
overhead items, it is essential that, 
before the rates are developed, ade- 
quate data on these items be avail- 
able. How to gather this information 
was shown in the previous chapter. 

The first step in the process of com- 
puting rates is a compilation of data 
to show the true total of company 
overhead costs. This total is broken 
down to give the overhead segment 
for each machine or process. 

Often these overhead costs can be 
apportioned only by groups of ma- 
chines or processes. In indirect labor, 
for example, you may find separate 
supervision or separate materials han- 
dling personnel for a machine, a 
group of similar machines, or for a 
process. In that case, direct charges 
against the center can be made. How- 
ever, where maintenance and _ repair 
costs cannot normally be charged to 
any specific machine, these costs have 
to be handled in one of these wavs: 


1. Direct allocation to machines; 

2. Statistical allocation to depart- 
ments. Here some expenses are 
divided statistically among the items 
of equipment within the departments; 

3. Plant-wide segregation of over- 
all indirect expenses. 

Where expenses are so general and 
indirect that they can’t even be allo- 
cated to any one department, statis- 
tical bases have to be developed for 
apportioning costs to all machines. 

The assembly and preparation of 
this data to obtain the machine-hour 
rate is shown in the following steps. 

Before starting to compute machine- 
hour rates, two things must be done. 
These instructions must be read com- 
pletely through before attempting to 
follow out any part of them. It is 
essential that an understanding be 
had of the entire process before doing 
any part, otherwise some parts will 
be incorrectly done. When a grasp 
has been obtained of the whole pro- 
cedure, the reader should review in 
detail all phases involved in the esti-

Facing increasing competition, par- 
ticle board manufacturers are striving 
for greater production efficiency. In 
evaluating processes the problem of 
grading wood particles by screening 
is of major importance and much re- 
search has been devoted to this area. 

Often when a manufacturer scruti- 
nizes the wood particle screening pro- 
cess a number of basic questions arise, 
What products can be 
screened?

may cause pry to become sligh 
sticky and hard to sift. 

In general, screening is a continuo 
process. Particles enter the top of tl: 
screen, are sized to desired multip|: 
separations, and discharge in from tw: 
to four different grades through open 
ings in the bottom. The objective is 
to expose each particle to the greatest 
number of screen openings. To 
achieve this, three fundamental types 
of motion can be applied. They are 
reciprocating, gvratory or a combina- 
tion of the two. 

A true reciprocating screen alter- 
nates back and forth in a straight 
line, single-plane motion. A_ particle 
dropped anywhere on this type of 
inclined screen moves in a straight 
line to the lowest point with the back 
and forth movement overlapping to 
form an almost solid line path. 

In a combination reciprocating- 
gvratorv screen, a spiral motion is 
applied to the top or feed end and 
becomes more nearly reciprocating 
toward the discharge end. At the 
head of this screen a particle describes 
a nearly circular path. In the same 
length of travel it is exposed not only 
to the same openings as before, but 
to many more on either side of the 
straight-line path. 

As the particle moves away from 
the drive end of the screen, the pat- 
tern resembles a series of ever-chang- 
ing ellipses until finally, over the tail 
end, it becomes practically a straight 
line. Thus, as it gets away from pure 
gvratory motion, it passes succeedinglv 
fewer apertures per amplitude. 

The gyratory screen develops a 
purely circular motion. A_ particle 
dropped anywhere on its flat surface 
moves in a complete circular path. 
Because of forward movement due to 
screen pitch and feed rate, the par- 
ticle deviates slightly from a complete 
circle. However, it maintains an al- 
most constant diameter for full course 
of travel across the screen, so that the 
particle is exposed to about 150 per 
cent more openings than if reciprocal 
motion were used and 44 per cent 
more than with a combination recip- 
rocal-gyratory motion. 

This efficient and gentle screening 
motion handles fragile particles with 
a minimum of disintegration, thereby 
reducing undesirable fines. Power re- 
quirements are low; a one-h.p. motor 
is ample for a three to seven deck unit. 

Screen cloths are of brass, phosphor 
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bronze, steel, stainless steel, monel, 
and various alloys of these metals as 
well as silk and nylon. The physical 
and chemical characteristics of the 
material sifted determines the most 
satisfactorv kind of screen. For ex- 
ample, silk or nvlon are sometimes 
substituted for metal screens to stop 
mechanical blinding due to undesir- 
able product size, extra heavy layer 
of stock or screen cloth, or insufficient 
ball cleaner action. 

The product and its screening char- 
acteristics nearly always determine 
within what range it can be separated. 
Some will screen readily over an 
entire two to 200 mesh range and 
bevond while others can only be 
screened in the coarse mesh range. 
Where it is intended to use the same 
screen for more than one product, a 
mesh can be selected which will 
handle various associated ingredients. 

The term mesh is defined as the 
number of openings per lineal inch of 
screen surface. For example, a 72- 
mesh screen cloth has 72 openings per 
inch. A screen with square openings 
needs only be checked along one side 
to determine its mesh. Two standards 
—U.S. and Tyler—have been estab- 
lished to assign a definite opening to 
each screen mesh. One g gvratory screen 
may use screen cloths with several 
mesh sizes with the products of each 
being routed out of the machine for 
use elsewhere in the plant’s process. 

Three variables are involved in 
determining the comparative openings 
of screen cloth. These are the mesh 
or number of openings per lineal inch, 
the actual openings between the wires, 
and the diameter of the wires. It is 
impossible to change the mesh, wire 
diameters or openings in a screen 
without affecting either or both of the 
other variables. 

Gyratorv screen capacity of prod- 
ucts is determined by their penetration 
rates through a given mesh. These 
rates vary with the physical and 
chemical characteristics of the prod- 
ucts screened. The screen analvsis of 
the feed, its tendency to develop static 
charges, its moisture content, and 
other characteristics must be taken 
into consideration. 

Since capacity is based on the per- 
centage of open area in the screen 
cloth, it is possible to increase the 
capacity by selecting a screen cloth 
with the same aperture size but 
smaller diameter wire. This will cause 
a decrease in mesh which means that

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HOW CHESAPEAKE-SIEGEL-LAND MET PROBLEMS OF 


DESIGNING DUAL PURPOSE FURNITURE 


By HELEN LITTLE 


A furniture designer may be sound 
of wind and limb, brainy, handsome 
and wholesome, but there always has 
deen one mission that can make him 
wish he had never been born. The 
mission: creation of dual-or multiple- 
purpose furniture. 

Leading the list in this touchy 
category is the sofa-bed, that Dr. 
Jekvll-and-Mr. Hyde of the industry, 
which is asked to guarantee in one 
structure the accommodation of two 
of life’s most exacting functions— 
sitting and sleeping comfortably. 

The difficult feat has been achieved 
and occasionally a better-than-average 
designer has registered a_ tolerable 
near-miss. But failures have outnum- 
bered the successes in the hundreds 
of efforts to subdue this problem, and 
for two obvious reasons: 

(1) Usually when a_ successful 
sleeping unit has been accomplished,

it condenses into a sofa which fights 
its environment and is an affront to 
any well-styled room; 

(2) All too often when a suave 
and cordial sofa has been designed, 
it unfolds at bed-time into a sleeping 
unit that—like Macbeth—“doth mur- 
der sleep.” 

Adequate space for even the sprawl- 
ing sleeper was not hard to arrange 
after the sofa-bed engineers began 
to concentrate on a variety of folding 
mechanisms. Streamlining the appara- 
tus by which a sofa is converted 
into a bed and back again was a 
worrisome chore, and so was reducing 
its weight to a point where it could 
be manipulated without damage to 
human ligaments and tempers. These 
difficulties ultimately yielded to lab- 
oratory trial-and-error. To improve 
the soporific qualities of the item’s 
bed department, a wealth of thor- 
oughly satisfactory mattresses was 
found to be available to manufac- 


turers who decided that qualitv wouk 
be a better gamble than price. 

When Jerome L. Siegel, president 
and Jean B. Siegel, vice president of 
Chesapeake-Siegel-Land, Inc., began 
to plot against the sofa-bed riddle, 
they decided they should think of the 
product first as a sofa on the theory 
that transforming a seating unit into 
a receptacle for slumber no longer 
interposed any special difficulties. 
“But,” they asked, “was such a seat- 
ing unit actually a sofa?” The answer 
was.a sad one: “Not actually.” 

One half of the dual personality 
was identifiable as a bed but the other 
half resembled a sofa but remotely. 
The reason was, of course, that man- 
ufacturers—preoccupied with perfect- 
ing the conversion gadgetry—had 
placed the styling of the product low 
on their agenda. The result too often 
had been disappointing, almost a 
cruditv in the decor of a well ap-

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JACK LENOR LARSEN, INC. More than 60 vears ago, “Art 
Nouveau” was splendidly modern. During most of the 
current century to date, its charm has resided in a sort 
of period quaintness but for several years there have been 
signs of a revival. In the upholstery fabrics of Jack Lenor 
Larsen, Inc., the revival takes on a glow of sophisticated 
modernity that is causing a stir in the market. A Tiffany 
glass effect in fabrics? It’s quite possible but Art Nouveau 
is only one of many facets in the new Larsen line. 

This collection bears the name of “Palette ’61,” prop- 
erly suggesting an emphasis on color and arresting color 
combinations. The depth of its velour and plush uphol- 
stery pile is called luxurious without fear of contradiction. 
The term, “analogous color” as used by Mr. Larsen, refers 
to hues “next to each other in the spectrum—like red and 
orange and green and blue.” 

In the printed velvet sector, an entry is called Prima- 
vera. Japanese prints with loose scatterings of stylized 
blossoms against a variegated background of irregular 
vertical bands, are imitated in this pattern. It’s roughly 
the same influence that was evident in much of the turn- 
of-the-century Art Nouveau patterns. Primavera _ is 
shown in five effective color combinations: Antique gold, 
brown and putty; papaya, pink and citrus shades which 
defer to dominant white figures; cerise, ochre and teal; 
celadon, aqua and hot pink; peacock, midnight and claret. 
The 54-in. all cotton velvet with a 48-in. printed area, 
has a Silicone finish. Retail price: about $17.25 a yard. 

Print Nouveau is suitably named because it reveals 
most candidly the Nineteenth Century Art Nouveau in- 
fluence. This is a screen print on a supple biscose and 
mohair face cloth and its design obviously derives from 
the famous Tiffany leaded glass. It has the mosaic Art 
Nouveau feeling and its impact in fabric proves the dura- 
bility of this style. Colors are mainly Lapis, Larkspur, 
Saffron and Pepper Reds. Width: 48 in. with a 36-in. 
vertical repeat. Content: 51 per cent cotton; 41 per cent 
rayon; 8 per cent mohair. Price: about $12.75. 

Contract installations are mentioned in the Larsen 
firm’s discussion of its Larsen Plush. It boasts unusual 
wearability and resistance to soil discolorations. Larsen 
Plush has a 44 per cent mohair face with 56 per cent 
cotton and its colors are greige, lacquer, gold, scarlet, 
bronze and blue print. It has a deep pile and an un- 
usually smooth face. Price: $24 a yard area.

he defines as “rightness of yarn to weave, texture to color, 
and fabric to space. Weaving or printing shouldn't be 
so refined that the eye can’t perceive the fabric con- 
struction.” 

Mr. Larsen regards the growing dominance of “ana- 
logous color” since the war as “marvelous and spectacular.” 
“Now, I see a movement,” he said, “out from analogous 
color to include a much wider range. Some designers are 
liking the polychrome colorings used so dynamically by 
the Egyptians and Persians. My own Obelisk print fuses 
yellow-orange, Siamese pink, sky-blue, flame and bitter 
orange. This bombast is quited by all colors being of 
the same value or lightness.” 

The designer-entrepreneur sees patterns expanding in 
scale and feels that we “have grown out of the small- 
scaled, nervous and somewhat garish patterns which 
seemed exciting after the war.” He by no means dis- 
parages the new “miracle fibers,” but his true love remains 
with the older yarns. 

“The older a fiber,” he said, “the more is known of 
its strengths and weaknesses. That consumer and retailer 
alike seem to be ever looking for new miracles is a com- 
ment on existing ones. No, I don’t think there is in home 
furnishings a parallel to the contribution of nylon hose in 
apparel. So much emphasis on newness confuses every- 
one, but our sense and common sense are still the best 
guide in fabric selections. 

“If this view sounds reactionary, I should mention that 
the most far-reaching work being done in textiles today 
is by the developers of fibers and finishes. . . . At least

as significant as new fibers are the new bounties of world 
trade:—These are the rich, marvelous fabrics from almost 
every country in the world—silk, linen, handspun wool 
and cotton.”

JOFA, INC. The use of tartans is not new in home decora- 
tion but it seems to be having a rebirth these days in 
keeping with the trend toward multi-pattern in a well 
ordered room. They are in harmony with a variety of 
furniture styles from colonial to contemporary. Many 
decorators think that they are ageless and have a sort 
of universal appeal. 

Jofa, Inc., has brought out a series of 37 authentic clan 
tartans, 50 in. wide and made of 100 per cent linen. 
All can be treated by the Scotchguard process. Pictured 
is the McLeod tartan. Its approximate retail price is 
$9.60 a yard. 

Familiar to myth is the fine old name Pendragon which 
has been conferred on a series of handsome wool uphol- 
sterv cloths copied from Welsh coverlets.

bide knives over much longer period 
of time than with steel knives. 

4. Elimination of constant resetting 
of machines. 

5. Reports from the hand jointer 
indicate the carbide knives cut easier 
and it is not necessary to press down 
the stock, thus allowing the bow and 
warp to be cut out of the board.

“As with all good tooling, we find that 
when the correct grade of carbide is

obtained some sugar maple and the 
husky chairs with thick sculptured 
seats were so heavy the customers 
thought they were too hard to handle. 

A quick look at the chart will show 
design problems which must be an- 
swered with additional mass or design 
reenforcing to provide adequate serv- 
ice when these lesser maples are used. 
Even then the factor of indentation 
and abrasion will not be answered. 

With the trend to stronger figured 
woods, maple and birch will need 
special attention in finishing to bring 
contrast to their mild character. Ordi- 
nary stains seem to leave a cloudy 
appearance as the end-grain absorbs 
more stain than does the flat surfaces. 
One particularly attractive finish that 
takes advantage of this surface char- 
acteristic has just been developed by 
Mutschler, who make kitchen, dining, 
family and bathroom units. It will be 
called American Patina (to be released 
in January) and used a high perform- 
ance DuPont Dulux surface. The dark 
toned maple with a deep lustrous 
sheen heightens the visual impact of 
fine furniture cabinetry and is remi- 
niscent of the hearthside look of 
antiques of Connecticut and Rhode 
Island craftsmen. 

There are many fascinating per- 
formance stories of these two woods 
which give a clue to the design oppor- 
tunities they offer. The World War II

puncture tester on birch and Lauan 
door skins of equal thickness. The 
average of the readings was 1,300 
in.-oz. for birch and 420 in.-oz. for 
Lauan. This is an important quality 
consideration with home buvers. 

As a matter of fact, builders are 
beginning to swing back to birch 
doors as are the top mobile home 
makers as they find customers appre- 
ciate the added protection of birch 
panels.

Flexibility of screen combinations in 
a gvratory unit permits a wide range 
of capacities. For rescreening or 
scalping, a combination of deep decks 
makes it possible to handle a greater 
depth of material over each screen 
cloth and pan. In most cases, three or 
four deep decks will accommodate a 
greater volume and capacity than five 
or six shallow decks. 

For grading, capacity is dependent 
on the total square feet of screening 
area.

A fairly tall 
man, sitting with his back supported 
bv the back of the sofa-bed, might 
find that his legs were dangling over 
the edge and well above the floor. It 
didn’t look good and it didn’t feel 
good. Yet if he perched forward with 
his feet comfortably on the floor, his 
back was out of communication with 
the sofa-bed’s back. He might as well 
have been on an upholstered bench. 

The Siegels knew that something 
had to be done about this awkardness 
and that a new kind of folding ap- 
paratus had to be invented. Their 
engineers finally produced one which 
reduced the seat depth of the Chesa- 
peake-Siegel-Land sofa-bed from 38 

















to 33 inches. This is about the right 
measurement for a conventional sofa 
which is not obliged to turn into a 
bed at a moment's notice. 

The company’s experts made fur- 
ther contributions to their product's 
functional excellence when they 
scoured the market for mattresses 
with maximum firmness and resilience, 
for foam cushions that would make 
sitting a luxury and for a type of 
caster that would guarantee easy 
mobility. Early editions of the sofa- 
bed were so heavy and cumbersome 
that they seemed to grow to the spot 
where they were originally situated; 


moving them, like moving an old 
fashioned piano, was almost more 
than human flesh could bear. The 


improved models presented no prob- 
lem to the housewife who constantly

changes her mind about the proper 
allocation of living room furniture. 
With service to function carried 
about as far as the engineers could 
take it, the Siegels turned their atten- 
tion to upholstery fabrics, a subject 
long neglected in the sofa-bed indus- 
try. They operate on these principles: 
They buy twice a year, about two 
months ahead of the markets, and it 
has been their practice to look at 
from 35 to 40 lines. Buying from as 
few manufacturers as possible, they 
found, tends to insure uniformity of 
quality and better delivery service. 
Toughness and durability is always 
an imperative because a fabric which 
cannot resist the strains that accom- 
pany the conversion of sofa to bed 
and back is an affliction to consumer, 
retailer and manufacturer alike. 





Because of its functional responsi- 
bilities, the sofa-bed—even in its later 
and more refined renditions—is not as 
amenable to sharp styling as less com- 


plex furniture. The great traditional 
and provincial designs have to be sug- 
gested rather than executed in specific 
detail and the same applies to contem- 
porary patterns. Usually the true in- 
wardness of any period or school of 
design can best be reflected by the 
fabric which covers such a large pro- 
portion of the structure. This is why 
the Siegels have made the se lection 
of fabrics a house specialty. 

Mr. Siegel believes that many re- 
tail salespeople make a mistake when 


they “trade-down” and sell a cheap 
substitute for an upholstery f fabric 
which has attracted a customer. The
